Two other persona! attendants ac- 
companied the barber, whose name 
is Otto Kruger, and who for several 
vears has been in close attendance 
upon the former monarch, accom- 
panying him on every journey and 
shaving him daily. His last duty was 
to cut Count Hohenzollern’s hair and 
then introduce the village barber of 
Amerongen, who in future will be 
entrusted with this service.
